HE senson is unimportant. 
; When the Labour Party 
nasombled at Margate earlier 
this week the  delogates 
know that a task of first 
priority waa a thorough 

‘ springeleaning of — their 
equipment; that mennt policy 
as well as mechanism. From 
all accounts they have set 
about their work with a 
rare gusto which does jus- 
tice to an organisation — se 
recently cast down by elec- 
tion defeat. 

Forgotten is the summer of 
dismay and = deapondency ; 
instend there is a new deter- 
mination to overcome old 
problems, And it appears 
that, faced with a choice of 
moving in cither direction 
from their present precar- 
fous point of balance on the 
left the party has chosen 
the safety of the centre, 

This week the leftist edge of 
many resolutions was blunt. 
ed by ‘the ascendant right. 
A sharp distinction has 
been made between promo- 
tion of the welfare state 
and nationalisation, once 
the two keystones of labour 
policy. The welfare state 
survives as one of the 
partys chief aims, but the 

ot nationalisation policy 
advocated by the  radicnis 
has been handled with 
asbestos gloves—and put on 
the ledge to cool. 
OREIGN policy © questions 
gave delegates the oppor- 
tunity to rally around some 
old familiar slogans, But 
while these wore as firm and 
unequivecal as in former 
years they were lena reckless 
and indicated that the 
majority of the party was 
| displaying oa proper sense of 
wo -dosponsi bility. - 

Mr. Bevan obtigingly reserved 
- his acerbity for secret movt- 
ings ‘but somehow he © still 

mannuged to make headlines. 
He charged among other 
things that the party was 
no longer socinlist. And al- 
though there was no public 

“discussion of thia point, 
many delegates in the  pri- 

vacy of their minds muat 
share this view. 

Mr Richard Crosamin's — pen- 
sior’ scheme is good 
example of this. Though not 
quite Iberal in conception, 
it Is certainly not as socinlist 
as Mr Bevan would like. It

The legal farce began on April 
15, 1776. All the allegations were

Ax soon 4S 
they arrived in Khatmandu, 
they learned that there was 
a cholera epidemic in the 
town. 

They took reasonable pre- 
cautions to avoid contamina. 
tion, and pressed on into 
open country Jn the direc- 
tion of Everest, over the 
same route travelled liy Che 
Hunt expedition, but bear- 
ing few other resemblances 
to that party. 


LETHAL GRIP 


Sixteen miles beyond 
Khatmandu, the epidemic 
had the countryside in’ a 
lethal grip. They came into 
the danger area ona day 
when eight) Nepalese had 
already died before sunrise. 

“The obvious thing to do,” 
Cunningham recalls, “‘was 
to avoid the local water at 
all costs. The theory is fine, 
but we had to drink some- 
thing.

Teaching Your Child 


HOW TO 


HANDLE 
MONEY 


By G. C. MYERS, Ph.D. 


URING the carly days 

of school is the best 

time to settle the question 

of an allowance for your 
child. , 


Perhaps he haa been re- 
ceiving pocket money _ir- 
regularly during the sum« 
mer. He may need: more 
money now, with lunches, 
bus fares and other expen- 
ditures to meet. 


POCKET MONEY 


Suppose, every day, you 
give him money for these 
regular needs plus a_ bit 
more for pocket money. For 
several days, show him how 
to keep a record of his 
regular needs and total 
these needs for , week. To 
this total, add oa small 
amount —- you will be 
tempted to add too much 
— for him to use as ho 
nivases, 

Then on Monday morn- 
ing of the following week, 
give him his allowance for 
the week, with the under- 
standing that it must last. 
Let him know that if un- 
expected needs arise you 
will take. “care of them. 
The important thing is for 
him to budget for the 
week, 


It might help him to place the 
money for cach day in a 
separate envelope, with the 
understanding that it is to be 
used only for that day. 


NOT READY 


If he spends all the allowance 
on the first day or so, then ho 
is not ready to recelve a whole 
week's, allowanee at a time. 
Give him enough for a day or 
two, but have him budget the 
amount just’ the same. Wishing 
to feel more grown up and in- 
dependent, he may gradually 
learn to manage a whole week's 
allowance, 


As the weeks pass and he 
handles his allowance well, go 
over his list of expenses with. 
him agaln~ Consider any new 
needs which may have come up 
and whether it is desirable. to 
increase the weelt’s ~ allowance 
somewhat, : 


EARNING MONEY 


Older’ children might be able 
to carn part or all of their 
allowance and, in doing so, they 
may gain the real meaning of 
money. ' For most children, 
however, there isn't always an 
opportunity to earn money. 


Of course, you could pay your. 
child for some jobs about the 
home. But if you did, he would 
hardly , voluntetr to do other 
chores or grow to {cet Ike a 
responsible member. 
family who doea his Share. Be- - 
sides, he may often bo pald oven 
when he shirks.the job. ~ 

The child who dots regular 
jobs at home without pay will 
profit from being pald for some 
special job, particularly if ho is 
striving to get enough money 
for a. cherished tusoful purchise. 
Also, a special Job might some~ 
times be created to Ict him earn 
moncy. to pay for some property 
he has marred or destroyed. —

The pepper plant

“Deppercorns” by English 
speaking folks.

Now, with the dried berry 
skin still on, some of the 
epper is ground.’ This. is 
nown as black ‘Pepper. 
Some people like black 
per best because the 3 aa 
make it hot and biting. 


Since most people don't 
like pepper so hot, most 
pep) orns today aro 
soaked in water or lime 
water for eight or 10 diya 
till the outer skin comes 
off. ‘Then the pepper seeds 
are ground. The ground 
seeds are called white pep- 
per or just pepper. 

Aleric, the Visigoth king, 
wanted pepper for himself 
and his people for the same 
reason that all ancient 
peoples wanted it. A large 
pert of the year they had to 
live mostly on grains, meat, 
cheese and eggs. Vegetables 
and fruits they could have 
only in summer, for no one 
knew how to preserve food 
by canning or freezing it. 

People became tired of 
eating the same food all the 
time. Pepper gave their food 
more taste, so everybody 
wanted some.

Later in history, (when pepper 
wasn’t so hard to'get, pepper- 
corns or seeds were offtn named 
ns rent, Ofttimes when o man 
who owned property didn’t want 
to ask very much rent from his 
friends or retatlyes, he would 
ask for a pound of peppercorns. 
This wns called “peppercormn 
rent.” 

‘And so a peppercorn came to 
mean anything small or of little 
valuc, Just as you might say, 
“} don't care two cents for 
that!” a man three or four hun- 
dred years ago might have sald, 
“Tdon't care a peppercorn!" 

But pepper wasn’t chéa 
400 A.D. It took the Rd an 
eg Re time to find 3,000 pounds, 
but finally did. And ‘Aleric 
had so much he probably de 
yp. cided that peppea was nothing 
to be sneezed at.
